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FIRE- INSURANCE. 
THE JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES IN A BAD WAY. 
Spectait Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 24.—The Associated Press 
was in error in saying that Superintendent 
Fairman had issued Saturday last his chart 
giving the returns for the six months ending 
June 30 of the joint-stock fire-insurance com- 
panies of other States and countries. The 
chart was not completed until today. It pre- 
sentsin tabulated form the statements of 
eighty-two companies — fifty-five of other 
States and twenty-seven of foreign coun- 
tries Thefigures of the former show that 
thirty-three of them expended in the ag- 
gregate over $1,000,000 more than their 
total income. The Farmers’, Pennsy!l- 
vania; Germana, New Jersey; Man- 
ufacturer’s, Boston; Newark City, 
New eh Shoe & Leather, Boston: 
and Uni Firemen’s, Philadelphia. failed 
to pay any dividend to their stockholders 
dur the six months, while several paid 
from 1 to 3 per cent less than usual. Ali the 
pens ae be doing business in States requiring 
special deposits for the exclusive protection 
of policyholders in such States, being obliged

REDUCTION IN NET SURPLUS. 

Aside from this, however, very few of the 
companies seem to have prospered, while 
the bulk of them exhibit a condition of 
things which has not been equaled in 
many years save in the disastrous year of 
1878. The statements of foreign companies 
are made to the Superintendent in conform- 
ity with the act of last session to“ prevent 
the publication or reckoning of statements of 
foreign fire-insurance companies other than 
statements of their assets and business in the 
United States.” Not only does this law pro- 
hibit these companies from taking credit for 
the assets 1 Smad have abroad, but it also 
prohibits m from including in 
their report of assets in this country 
deposits made in other States for the 
exclusive benefit of policyholders’ of 
such States. In other words, the money they 
have in this State, and it only, is taken into 
account. Of the twenty-seven fofeign com pa- 
nies the expenditures of fourteen exceeded 
their income; six have called on their home 
officers to increase their assets here, and one 
has withdrawn from States requesting spe- 
cial deposits, with the view of transferring 
such deposits to this State, and thereby 
avoiding the necessity of applying abroad for 
assistance. 


A FRENZIED HUSBAND. 
A DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO KILL HIS WIFE.

New Tonk, July 24.—A man named Mar-

Aa Interesting Interview That Never 
Took Piace—Jay Gould’s Interest in 
Telegraph Matters—The Most Stu- 
pendous Concern in the World. 

Boston Herald. 

There has recently been issued from New 
York a very remarkable and interesting pam- 
phiet bearing the title of, A Talk on Tele- 
graphic Topies.“ Though brief, it is very com- 
prehersive, and, so far as the great Western 
Union Company is concerned, it professes to 
comprise more facts to the square inch than 
were ever before brought together. The little 
book is beautifully sandwiched with romantic 
theories here and there, but there is always 
an obvious moral at the end in favor of the 
great telegraphic coosbination gt the continent. 
The author is frank enoug# to say on the 
outside cover that the publication is “a 
bid for business.“ and then he goes on to point 
out that the stock of the ae eat Union Teile- 


graph Company is among th fest and most 
profitable investments in the worid. To better 
emphasize the argumentsin this direction, the 
idea is advanced that there has been a bona fide 


talk and correspondence between a broker and @ 


gentieman anxious to obtain a safe investment. 
The banker is represented to be John Richards, 
of New York, and the seeker for an opportunity 
to invest appears as G. Francis Barker, of Pitts- 
Held. Mass. After a searching examination, the 
Herald is satisfied that these personages are 
purely imaginary, and hence the conclusion 
torces itself that the whole production ‘s simply 
aciever advertising circular of the company, 
whose interests are sounded and defended in 
every page. Ali the same, however, it furnishes 
many interesting statements, charitably 
presumed to be truths, which are 
a valuable contribution to the history 
and present status of principal 
telegraph system of the world, The broad 
statement cannot be disputed that the postal 
department at Washington is not more absolute 
in ius control of the t-office in the remotest 
pes of the country than is the Western Union 
Sompany at New York in command of its offices 
scattered through the length and breadth of 
the land. It the post-office is to be regarded as 
the first means of communication, certainly the 
telegraph must be regarded as the second. The 
argumeut is advanced that it has possibilities of 
almost unbounded increase, and at rates and 
tolls unlimited by law, and susceptible of yield- 
ing on every single item of business a reason- 
able profit. Thirty million messages annually is 
the number transmitted by this single company, 
and if on every one of these messages a certain 
profit is made, one can very readily understand 
whatan enormous revenue a company —— 
control of business to this extent has accrue 
to it. 

But, with such fascinations and profits, why 
will not other companies enter the field? This 
is a question often asked, und the answer from 
the Western Union standpoint seems like a 
sound one. I believe it is a fact,“ says the vis- 
ionary broker, that, with one exception, no 
opposition telegraph company has ever paid its 
expenses. The past, of course, is the only guide 
in matters of this kind. No prophet can predict 
with half the certainty that the past predicts, 
and the * — of profit for any competition of 
this kind is even less today than ever before. It 
is dawning upon all who pave closely observed 
this question that the only possibility of success 
in opposition telegraphy is the protit obtained 
by absorpuon and amalgamation. I am wid 
that it has been determined that more amal- 
ga mauons, or consolidations, are to take place, 
80 that the chances of opposition enterprises are 
more remote than ever before.“ These little 
scraps of information must be imagined to bave 
come out during an interview between two men 
who never existed, and the funcy must like- 
wise be strained to appreciate the sincerity of 
subsequent narratives which are said to form 
a part of a correspondence which took place be- 
tween the mythical New York broker and the 
Berkshire capitalists. One observation which is 
represented as coming from the broker, or 
“commission merchant,” is impurtant: “ You 
are probably aware,“ he says, of the fact that 
the American Cable Company, which bas just 
‘completed two very tine cables across the At- 
lantic, the bulk of wH#th is owned the parties 
interested in the Western Union, has recently 
formed a pooling arrangement with the Angio, 
Direct, and French cables, and tnat the eigut or 
nine existing Atlantic cabies are now being 
operated in harmony. Prior to this arrange- 
ment the Western Union Company became the 
lessee of the two American cabies, and it is with 
the Western Union Company that tui arrange- 
ment is made, by which, it is said, it will cleara 
protit of $240,000 a year at the important advance 
recently estabiished in cabie rates. So that the 
extension of operations of the Western 
Union Company by this means to Great Britain 
makes it more than everan important element 
in the machinery of communication between 
the Old and New Worlds.” 

There is probably no doubt of the trugh of the 
statement that the Western Union is largest 


not much in excess of those prevalent in small- 
er countries. Take, for are the im- 
aginary broker, the distance between New York 
and Portiand, Ore.; the rate is $1.50 for ten 
words. To transmit a message an equal dis- 
tance in Eutope would imply the use of the 
wires over a distance equal to that between 
London and Teheran, and at a cost of at 
least $10. In our more thickly settled States, 
such as New York, Massachusetts, and Pennsy!- 
vania, the rates generally prevailing are 25 to 3% 
cents, a very little in excess of those existing in 
the postal systems of equal distance in European 
countries. n. there are localities where ex- 
isting rates of the Western Union are much 
lower than in Great Britain. Thus, while there 
is no rate in that country pelo 25 cents, the 
rate of 15 cent between New York and Phila- 
delphia has for years existed.

while in the United States it is universal and 
largely availed of. 

Commenting on the Western Union’s suprem- 
acy throughout the country, the pamphlet in 
hand asks: What is to become of the other un- 


dertakings of this character? The hope that 


they will be taken in, it says, is the basis of nu- 
merous opposition enterprises, but that bo 
abandoned, what will become of them? The 
capital invested in them cau never be recalled 
or repaid. The money is scattered in poles and 
wires ulong the post roads of the country, and 
is as effectually lost as if it were cast into the 
sea. The property could not be soid for one- 
tenth of its cost; the pules could not be dug up 
and used, except for frewood or fence- posts; 
while the wire, after years of exposure, is only 
tit to be sold td farmers’ wives for clothes-lines 
or inciosures. In fact, the lines may me a 
serious charge, for, ualess maintined as long as 
they exist, serious damage may result to the 
people along the roads by falling wires and 
poles, and actions for damages against share- 
holders for waat of due diligence in care of the 
property must prevail. A favorit mode for 
the promotion of new telegraph schemes 
ot late years has been to issue bonds, and 
to use the money derived from the sale 
thereot for thé building of the lines. The value 
of the property, unless based upon an earni 
power, is at best but small; it is widely diffu 
and utterly ugrealizabie, and unless there is a 
certainty of business success there is a sure 
prospect of logs of interest and an ual pros- 
pect of loss of ere To expect t inter- 
est will be paid by an opposition telegraph com- 
pany, when thus far not one has paid even its 
expenses, is to imagine what may regarded 
as an impossibility. It is true that some tele- 
graph organizations already existing, having 
sole possession of a limited teld, may have bonds 
that are desirable. But a security of this kind, 
forming the basis of a competitive undertaking, 
in a business which can by no possibility pay the 
expenses of two concerns, is an investmeut of so 
venturesome a character as to deter prudent, 
well-intormed men from making it. Any oppo- 
sition telegraph company, handicapped with an 
interest account whiom a heavy bonded indebt- 
eduess implies, absorbing & great proportion of 
its revenue, has a hopeless prospect indeed. 
This, it should be all the while remembered, is 
the Western Union view of the situation. 

Here is a question which the unkuown “ G. 
Francis Barker, of Pittsüeid,“ is supposed to 
have asked: Ia bow far are the interests of 
the shareholders of the Western Union Com- 
pany jeopardized by the possession of the largest 
individual share of the property by Mr. Jay 
Gould in view of the fact that be also has the 
largest share in the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company? Is it not likely that, having made 
vast sums of money out of encouraging opposi- 
uon enterprises and then selling them out to the 
Western Union at a great advance over and 
above théir original cost, be may be inclined to 
repeat his opposition indetinitly, especially now 
that the Mutual Uniou is practically within his 
control?” To this query the unknown makes 
answer: “The fact that Mr. 4 Gould owns 
from 000,000 to $25,000, of 
Union stock, which perhaps is 
one-quarter of his entire wealth, ought 
to an element of strength rather 
than of doubt. Were he entirely out of 
the property, and rapged in opposition to it, 
controlling as be does such a vast network of 
railway lines, his hostility would be tormidable. 
Being interested to so large an extent in the 
conservation of the property and the increase of 
its earning power; convinced as he must be of 
the genuineness of its value as effectively per- 
forming most essential services to meet the most 
imperative want of the public of this vast coun- 
try, it seems incredibie that he should do other- 
wise than mairitain the integrity of its position 
by all the means in bis power. Such a tempta- 
tion as be might bave to upload his large hold- 
ings, and then flepress the stock, would probably 
defeat itself in the attempt, and cause him to 
jose more than he could possibly make by any 
process of alisorption of otheer companies 
which may be attributed to him. He has 
taken the pains to surround himseif 
with a very remarkable combination of 
Directors, managers, and assistants of the bhigh- 
est class. Those who watch narrowly his daily 
actions and his continuous interest in the details 
of the business, and the benefit which his 
ehrewdness and comprehensive grasp have con- 
tributed to it, are perfectiy convinced that 
among the numerous interests he has acquired 
there is none which itis more bis intention to 
elmg to and protect than the Western Union 
telegraph business. ecording to the — 
showing made gome time ago, he held $23,000,000 
of this stock, which at present yieids him an 
income of $1,380,000, and, with such extension 
and growth as are likely to take piace, it may 
soon yield bim 52.000, 00 r annum. It isan 
open question in what possible serurity he could 
invest anything like this amount of money to 
get so,certain and so ample a return, so that his 
interest, if nothing else. makes his possession 
inure to the benefit of all the other stockhola- 
ers. 

As to the Mutual Union, Mr. Gould certainly 
knows, as well as those who have closely ob- 
served that enterprise, that there are most seri- 
ous irregularities in its organization, which, ac- 
cording to eminent legal authority, cannot be 
cured. He also knows that, while 0.0% has 
been taken from the public in the sales of bonds, 
less than $3,000,000 has been spent ou the con- 
struction of lines, so that $2,000,000 remain to be 
accounted for by some process of discovery, yet 
to be developed, Itis true that this discovery 
is not likely to be aided by the election to tne 
Presidency of the contractor who disbursed the 
money; nor by the elecuon to the Vice-Presi- 
dency of the banker who enticed it from the 
public and is supposed to have paid it to 
the contractor; nor by the selection tor 
general manager of a gentleman not because he 
Knows anything about telegrapby, but because 
he is the contractor's partner. But all these cir- 
cumstances are contributory to the process of 
illustrating bow easy it is to manage an opposi- 
uon telegraph company in its eariy stages, and 
how effectually it may work out its fate if only 
let alone. With the knowledge Mr. Gould 
possesses of opposition enterprises, and how 
singularly unsuccessful they bave been, how he 
could seek to make anything of Mutual Union, 
as claiming absorption by Western Union. passes 
comprehension.

mated at his full value. 

But it will not do for him to come to Chi- 
cago, for here he will find just as much diffi- 
culty in learning a trade as at the East. This 
complaint that American boys are growing 
up as poorly-paid clerks, or as hoodlums, is, 
it appears, a general one, and the best plan 
to meet it is undoubtedly the one which is 
soon to be putin operation in Chicago—the 
establishment of manual training-schools, 
where all the mechanical arts shall be taught.

Wrrm the past few days several large 
droves of Far West cattle have arrived in 
this market, and the season may now be re- 
garded as fairly inaugurated. Advices from 
the plains are all to the effect that the cattle 
were never in better condition at this stage 
of the year, and that the number to be mar- 
keted is much larger than ever before. Esti- 
mates of the increase vary from 15 to 80 per 
cent, and it is safe to place it at fully 20 per 
cent. During the season, which ends about 
Nov. 1, Chicago will probably receive not 
less than 178.000 head of the plains cattle, 
and as the receipts of native grass cattle also 
bid fair to be larger than ever before, there 
would seem to be substantial reasons for an- 
ticipating comparatively low-priced beef dur- 
ing the next hundred days, Choice stall-fed 
cattle must continue scarce, but the price of 
such cannot but feel the effect of the abun- 
dant supply and cheap prices of the more 
common grades. Within- the past ten days 
prices of common to good qualities have de- 
clined from 50 cents to a dollar.

Tur friends of free canals in New York 
are getting somewhat alarmed at the pros- 
pect of the popular vote to be taken in that 
State this fall on the amendment to the Con- 
stitution making the Erie Canal free of toils. 
The State of New York has collected from 
the Erie Canal tolls enough to cover its orig- 
inal cost, all its enlargements, all its repairs, 
all its salaries, and all the money it has 
wasted and squandered by disgraceful con- 
tracts, and has paid into the State Treasury 
a surplus of $75,000,000 cash. It is time for 
the State to relinquish this enormous tax on 
the great highway over which the wealth of 
the country has been pouring into the State 
for fifty years, and which has made New 
York City the great commercial port of the 
Nation. “i 

The transportation of the country has far 
exceeded the wildest anticipations of the 
most sanguine. There are now 107,000 miles 
of railway in operation, and the Erie Canal 
still serves the country asa regulator and 
guide controiMng the cost of transportation 
on the merchandise which moves to and fro 
on this highway of the Nation. Do the peo- 
ple of New York estimate what the differ- 
ence of tax to the whole country is to put on 
or take off a toll of one mill per ton per mile 
on the merchandise transported across the 
United States annually? ‘To continue these 
tolls on the Erie Canal at this day of prog- 
ress and civilization would be a scandal to the 
intelligence and commercial spirit of New 
York. It would be on a par with placing 
toll-gates on Broadway and making foot- 
passengers and vehicles contribute to main- 
tain the streets of the great city. There can 
be no question that should the State of New 
York now reject this proposed amendment 
and thus perpetuate the tolls on the Erie 
Canal for several years to come that the 
Canadians will open their gates free to all 
vessels, and thus reduce transportation by 
that route to Montreal and make that port 
the depot for the foreign trade to and from 
the, West. 
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The Edison Electric Light Company has 
at last begun business in the way of making 
a general public supply of light to be fur- 
nished in private houses by means of electric 
lamps. It announces that the street con- 
ductors in a large district of New York City 
are now laid, and the company is prepared 
to make connection upon order, the time re- 
quired to do it taking two orthree hours. A 
small iron tube will connect the street con- 
ductors through the cellar with the base- 
ment. The central station with its boilers 
and machinery is complete, and all that is re- 
quired is to make the connections with the 
mains. This is to be subject to several tests 
before the business can be declared a success, 
though more than a year has been consumed 
iu preparing for beginning the work. The 
machinery has been planted, the streets have 
been furnished with the conductors, and the 
houses have been wired; as soon as the con- 


nections between the streets and houses are 


made there will take place the practical test. 
These cannot be made until the whole work 
is put into use. It is expected that the en- 
tire district, streets and buildings, will be 
lighted by the 15th of August, certainly not 
later than the Ist of September. Then will 
be determined, perhaps, the question of 
electric light distributed in general use 
through electric lamps against ordinary 
gas. riche’ * 
Assuming that the electric lamp is perfect - 
ed by the Edison electric discovery so as to 
admit of its use with the safety and the con- 
venience of the ordinary gas-burner, there 
will arise the all-important question of the 
cost. At what price, as compared with gas, 
can the electric lamp be supplied? Will the 
illumination of streets, or of stores, or dwell- 
ings be more costly—that is, require a great- 
er expenditure per night or per hour—than 
by the gaslight ? | 

it is ex pected, of course, that the illumina- 
tion by the electric lamp will be much great- 
er, just as that of the gas lamp is greater 
than of the oil lamp. The cost of illumina- 
tion by the gas lamp being much greater 
than by the oil lamp, the additional cost is 
regarded as more than compensated by the 
greater illumination, the purer light, the in- 
creased cleanliness, safety, and convenience. 
Is the electric lamp furnished by the 
Edison Company to be merely an im- 
proved illuminator, furnishing a great- 
er, better, more convenient light, but 


at an increased cost, or can it or will it be 
‘supplied at a lower cost than is the ordinary 


gas? Can it be produced at less cost? Is 
the cost of laying the conductors, and of 
wiring the buildings and making the connec- 
tions, and of maintaining them, greater or 


less than the cost of the plant of a gas com- 


pany? Unfortunately all these questions re- 
main to be tested practicaliy. The cost at 
which the electric illumination can be fur- 
nished in a convenient and serviceable form 
isof course of immense importance. The

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC LAND-GRANT. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made in the 
House of Representatives yesterday to have 
the resolution of the minority of the Judl- 
ciary Committee declaring a forfeiture of the 
Northern Pacific land-grant placed upon the 
calendar. The Speaker properly held that 
this would not be in order under the rules, 
The House officially can have no knowledge 
of a minority report. A minority cannot 
make a report” in the technical sense of 
that word. It has been the custom to permit 
minorities to submit their views and have 
them printed; but the report of a committee 
is always the recommendation of a majority 
of its members. 

In this case “the views” of the minority 
were assented to by four Democrats—Knott 
of Kentucky, Culberson of Texas, Townshend 
of Llinois, and Manning of Mississippi—and 
one Republican—Payson of Illinois. Judge 
Payson is undoubtedly honest in his opinion 
that the land-grant ought to be forfeited; 
but it is worthy of notice that he is the only 
Republican in the House who takes that 
view of the case. The hostility to the North- 
ern Pacific is manifested chiefly k, Southern 
Democrats, many of whom have been identi- 
fied in the past with that moribund corpora- 
tion known as the Texas Pacific. 

It is the strong desire of the people of the 
Northwest that the Northern Pacific Road 
shoula be built. The company now has 
1,20834 miles completed, of which something 
more than 700 miles have been constructed 
since 1874. There are 170 miles of roadbed 
graded, and 1,086 miles of line yet to be 
built. The company has sold about $10,000,- 
000 worth of its lands, and the minority of 
the Judiciary Committee estimates that it 
will have, including the lands yet undis- 
posed of, $90,000,000 worth more on hand 
when the road is finished. The lands, ac- 
cording to the committee report, will pay the 
entire cost of constructing the road, and 
leave asurplus of from $16,500,000 to $40,- 
000,000 in the possession of the company. 

That these estimates are extravagant we 
think no reasonable man can doubt. Much 
of the land included in the grant, particu- 
larly the portion yet to be earned, is worth- 
less. Moreover, no account is taken in these 
calculations of the great extra expense that 
the company was putto by the collapse of 
1873. ‘The panic was precipitated by the fail- 
ure of Jay Cooke, who was the financial 
agent of the road, and the Northern Pacific 
Company lost more beavily by it than 
any other corporation. These lands were 
granted to the company for one single pur- 
pose—namely: the construction of a railroad 
by the Northern route to the Pacific Ocean. 
The company is fulfilling its contract in good 
faith, and, in view of the peculiar circum- 
stances of the case, with reasonabie diligence. 
It would be a great hardship to compel it 
to surrender the consideration in view of 
which the construction of the road was be- 
gun and is now being pressed forward with 
more than common haste. The only question 
to be decided is, whether the people are real- 
ly going to get the consideration for which, 
as parties of the first part, they authorized 
the grant to be made. There is every reason 
to believe that they are, and that they are not 
restive or impatient over the unavoidable 
delay on the part of the company. 

The Northern Pacific had nothing but its 
land-grant from the Government, and most 
of the land when granted was supposed to 
be worthless, as much of it has since been 
proved to be. The Central and Union Pacific 
not only had enormous grants of land, but 
they also had a cash subsidy of $65,000,000— 
asum sufficient to build the roads without 
the sale of an acre of land or the expenditure 
of a cent of private capital. The Northern 
Pacific, by comparison, was not too gener- 
ously treated. It should be remembered, too, 
that the latter road has opened up to settle- 
menta new and fertile portion of the public 
domain, and has already made immense ad- 
ditions to the National wealth. The feeling 
is very general, in this section of the country 
at least, that no substantial injustice will be 
done if the Northern Pacific shall be permit- 
ted to go on and complete its road under the 
terms of the original contract. 

— — 
COKE-BURNING LOCOMOTIVES. 

An honest effort has been made by two 
important railroads coming into Chicago to 
introduce the use of coke on their engines 
within the city limits. The city ordinances 
require smoke-burners to be attached to all 
boilers.. The railroad companies have been 
reasonably willing to comply with the ordi- 
nance, but they have as yet been unable to 
do so. A practicable smoke-burner for loco- 
motives has not yet been invented. The use 
of coke is the latest of many attempts to do 
away with the smoke nuisance. The experi- 
ment has been watched with great interest. 
Coke is made at comparatively slight cost 
and in very large quantities on the lines of 
several of the companies having termini in 
Chieago. If there were no mechanical diffi- 
culties in the way of using it, there would be 
no objection raised to the cost of the change. 

The experts who have been superintend- 
ing the experiments have found mechanical 
hindrances of a very serious nature to con- 
tend with in the use of coke. One of the 
best authorities in the city on subjects of 
this kind has prepared for Tue Tripune a 
memorandum which covers ail the points 
mentioned fully and concisely. We submit 
it herewith: 


The use of coke in furnaces of locomotives de- 
* to burn bituminous coal presents many 
dificulties which have not been successfully 
overcome. A bituminous coal burhing engine 
requires a furnace of but moderate size, with 
grates having comparatively small aren of open- 
ing. In ordinary practice a fire not exceeding 
five inches in depth will generate steam freely. 
Direct contact of incandescent coal with the 
furnace-sheets of the boiler is not relied upon 
for the generation of steam. 0 8 of a 
locomotive furnace occupied by the 
forms but one-twelfth of the ca

It these objections are fully sustained by the 
trials made on the other roads it would be un- 
reasonable to expect the companies to use 
cokeeven within the city-limits. But they 
should not be deterred from continuing ex- 
periments whether costly or otherwise, with 
a view to ascertaining whether some substi- 
tute for bituminous coal cannot be found. 
They can at least burn anthracite within the 
city-limits, and if it should be reduced to a 
simple question of cost they might use coke 
on their switching engines, which cause the 
greater part of the nuisance. . Relief may 
possibly be found in the new hydrogen en- 
gine, which, though it may not meet the ex- 
pectations of its inventor as to cost, has al- 
ready demonstrated its capacity to keep up 
a full head of steam without smoke or odor. 
We hope the railroad machinists will con- 
tinue to give their earnest attention to this 
important subject. 


THE CRIMES OF ENGLIGH CIVILIZATION. 

Mr. John Wisker, of Melbourne, has con- 
tributed an article to the Fortnightly Re- 
view exposing the crimes committed under 
English colonization in Queensiand. His re- 
cital of the atrocities perpetrated upon a 
weaker race by English planters is 80 ter- 
rible as almost to surpass belief, and yet the 
Pall Mali Gazettesays: It is an old story 
and a hideous one, but from time to time it 
must be retold, if only that, while our ears 
are filled with mellitluous phrases about our 
humanity, fraternity, and civilization, we 
may not entirely forget that to multitudes of 
men we are only known as the pitiless ex- 
ponents of 4 system of murder, greed, and 
lust.” And even more emphatically than 
this, it declares: M. Rochefort is forever 
sneering at the nation which scatters tracts 
over the universe and at the same time mer- 
cilesly exterminates the aborigines at the 
antipodes; and for once M. Rochefort’s sar- 
casm is barbed with truth.“ 

Any comments which may be made on this 
side of the water, therefore, cannot be set 
down to prejudice or Anglophobia, when 
such scathing criticisms as the above are 
made by oné of the most important and influ- 
ential papers in England upon this abomi- 
nable system of slavery and massacre by 
which Englishmen carry on their processes 
of colonization in Queensland and Northern 
Australia. A few extracts will show the 
horrors of this system. The blacks of North- 
ern Queensland and Cape York, it appears, 
are a hardier, braver, and more independent 
race than those who were overcome in Vic- 
toria and New South Wales, and have been 
quick to resent all attacks made upon their 
rights. The pioneer colonists took no women 
with them Sut coolly supplied themselves 
with the wives of the natives. As a black 
husband has the same feelings as a white 
one, human nature being pretty much the 
same the worid over, the blacks made re- 
prisals, and Whenever they had the oppor- 
tunity killed those who had stolen their 
wives. o inevitable result is thus stated: 


The gOlonists combine ana massacre ali the 
ck fellows withia ran of their rides. And 
it goes on. Even n there is no blood 

feud, pot-shots are taken at niggers as if 
they were wiid ducks, and their women are re- 
garded as the common property of the first 
, comer. Obiidren are born of these iawiess 
unions, but none survive. Whether their par- 
ents Kill wem or the hybrid iacks stamina to 
face the climate remains a mystery. Every 
rear the black man is hunted farther and farther 
ck from the lands which are coveted by the 
white, and ia Northern Queensland ere long it 
will be as it is how in New South Wales, where, 
with a territory as large as France and Engiand 
combined, 750,000 colonists protest they can find 
no room in which to locate the miserable dwin- 


diing remnant of the original owners of the soil. 


Tue colonists, however, do not do all the murders 
themselves. They massacre ay Gopaty. Under 
the guise of a police force ave armed a 
body of blacks as savage and more drunken 
than their naked brethren, and these they peri- 
odically lead forth to “disperse” gatherings of 
the tribes. 

This is bad enough, but worse remains to 
tell, for the cane plantations of Southern 
Queensland reveal an ddditional horror. It 
is slavery with murder added, and botli rec- 
ognized by law—a refinement of cruelty 
which was not reached even iu our own days 
of slayery. Mr. Wisker tells the dreadful 
story from official sources, and confirms it, 
as he does also the atrocities in Northern 
Queensland, qut of the mouths of many wit- 
nesses. Under the law the natives can only 
be engaged for three years, at the rateof six 
pounds ($30) per year, besides board and 
clothes. They are not paid their wages like 
other workingmen at stated times, weekly 
or monthly, but receive the eighteen pounds 
($90), at the end of the three years’ service 
and are then returned to the islands whence 
they come. Was ever an arrangement more 
cunningly devised to get labor for nothing? 
Wasevera system of so-called voluntary 
labor transformed into a more infamous and 
accursed system of slavery ? Of course if the 
laborer dies before the expiration of his serv- 
ice, the employer gets his work for nothing 
and is saved @he expense of sending him 
home. The tte, commenting upon the 
system, says: 

The economic problem, therefore, which con- 
fronts every caue-grower is, first, how to ex- 
tract from his laborer the maximum amount of 

on a minimum quantity of food; and, sec- 
ondly, how to arrange for his death as near as 
ible to the close of bis three years’ service, 

A skiliful cane- grower who can use up his la- 
borers in two years and eleven months ie £17 10s 
in pocket. A clumsy hand who works hie man 
to death in two years only gains £12. Thus a 
system ingeniously devised so as to combine all 
© worst features of slavery and of freedom 
bas deen establisbed under our eyes, and no one 
seems to care. It is slavery plus iaurder. The 
employer is allowed to ket his workman's 
wages on condition he kills him off before the 
end of three years. The result is that in Queens- 
land the death-rate of Polynesians between the 
5 160 and 32 varies from eighty to 100 per 
1,000. In England the death-rate is only nine. 
The fact is vouched for by Government inspect- 
ors and police magistrates. We dave spent mill- 
ions in emancipating slaves in crusading 
against the slave trade. Surely we are not go- 


ing to allow without even a protest the gradual 
convereon of this great colony into a slave State. 


During the days of our own slavery system 
Englishmen never tired of taunting us with 
its cruelties and injustice, and yet even in its 
worst estate, when ownership in man was 
claimed under civil and divine laws as aright 
with which no one could interfere, aud own- 
ership of labor was regarded as absolute, it 
was not characterized by such atrocities as 
are practiced in Queensland by colonists 
who make no pretense of ownership, but hire 
men on contracts. The condition of the black 
in American slavery was infinitly preferable 
to that of the Polynesian under the English 
contract system, whose ultimate fate is to be 
worked and starved to death in order 
that his employer may not have to 
pay him his wages at the expiration 
of his service.* The great Government 
which allows this to go on unchecked is 
now sending its troops and vessels to Egypt. 
For what? To free it from Turkey? No. 
To establish a more solid government? No. 
To protect its highway to India? No, the 
Egyptians have never threatened it. To re- 
sent an insult? No. To punish dishonesty 
or aggression? No. What then? Only to 


| dqueeze the 
| wretched, 


uttermost farthing out of 
dowan-trodden, pauper- 
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ized feliaheen. That is the sum and sub- 
stance of the English advance on Egypt, and, 
as the Pall Malt Gazette says, it is an old 
and hideous story, and it ought to be toid 
that “we may not en forget that.to 
multitudes of men we are only known as the 
pitiless exponents of a system of murder, 
greed, and lust.” There must be an end to 
this söme time. The crimes of England in 
India, Australia, South and North Affica, 
Afghanistan, and Ireland must some day 
entall a fearful reckoning. Nations are no 
more. exempt from the ultimate dues of jus- 
tice than individuals. They must be paid. 
rr 

DEATHS IN NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 

In spite of the comparatively cool weather, 
the death rate in New York this summer, 
particularly among iufants and very young 
children, has been excessive. The deaths 
from diarrheal diseases alone of children 
under 5 years of age were 371 for the week 
ended July 15,and the same number for the 
week ended July 22. The whole number for 
the first week was 1,084, of which 629, or two- 
thirds, were in tenement-houses; and the 
whole number for the last week was 1,016, of 
which 614 were in tenement-houses. There are 
very few deaths from contagious or infectious 
diseases in the summer months. Doors and 
windows are usually kept open ia that sea- 
son, and the fresh air carries off and destroys 
the germs of disease, But the mortality 
among children is greatest in summer. Chol- 
era infantum then claims its victims by the 
thousand. Spite of the fact that children of 
residents who can afford itare sent to the 
country for the summer months, and that 
humane persons have given even the very 
poor a chance to enjoy the benefits of fresh 
air excursions, the deaths among the babies 
seem to be increasing constantly in an alarm- 
ing ratio. 

Chicago is more fortunately situated than 
New York. The weather is regularly cooler 
in the former city than in the latter. There 
are no tenement houses, comparatively 
speaking, in Chicago. The city is swept by 
cooling breezes from the lake, the nights are 
comfortable, and the land breeze from the 
south is wholesome and invigorating. 

The deaths in this city from July 9 to 2, 
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During the week ended July 15 there were 
forty-six deaths from accidents, ete., making 
the total mortality for the week 224. For the 
week ended July 22 there were thirty-nine 
deaths from accidents, etc., making the total 
281. The deaths by weeks in each ward, as 
shown by the mortuary report and the pres- 
ent assumed population of the wards, are 

shown below:

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It will be seen that the death rate was pro- 
portionately larger in the Fifth, Sixth, Sev- 
enth, Eighth, Fourteenth, and Seventeenth 
Wards—where the foreign-born population 
chiefly reside—than in the Third, Fourth, 
Twelfth, and Eighteenth, where native born 
citizens predominate. This was to have been 
expected. The natives are acclimated. They 
live in the older parts of the city. Their 
streets are better sewered than in the newer 
wards. They leave the city to a considerable 
extent for the summer; andthey take better 
care of themselves when they are at home. 

Chicago is a much heaithier city than New 
York, and has a lower death rate. For the 
week ended July 22, for example, there was 
in New York one death for each 1,321 of 
population, while in Chgjago the ratio was 
but one to each 1,941 of population. The 
population of New York for the purposes of 
this comparison is put at 1,342,200, while that 
of Chicago is estimated at 542,000. Undoubt- 
edly the advantages of Chicago over New 
York, due to the causes above mentioned, 
will continue to increase as the city is bet- 
ter sewered and drained and the pestilence 
bred by the Chicago River in the summer 


months is prevented or curtailed.

A curious spirit of rivalry exists between 
King Norodom of Cambodia and King Somdet 
Kboulalonkoru of Siam. Each is trying to out- 
do the other in adopting European manners and 
customs—the former following French exam- 
ples, the latter British. Khoulalonkorn had a 
une English palace erected; and no sooner did 
the news reach Panompin than Norodom sent 
for some French architects, and directed them 
to build a chateau twice as fine as the other. 
The royal tables at Bangkok are furnished with 
roast beef and plum- pudding; the palace adorn- 
meats are the work of English artists; and, like 
astanch churchman, Khoulalonkorn worships 
Buddha and clings closely to the faith of bis 
fathers.

On the 6th, the Ad- 
miral notified Arabi thatif this were continued 
fire would be opened.

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS AT LONDON. 

Lonpon, July 24.—In the House of Lords 
Earl Granville made a statement in connec- 
tion with the motion for a vote of credit in- 
troduced by Gladstone in the Commons. 
Granviile said the Government was entirely 
without information as to whether the Sultan 
intends to send traops to Egypt. The Gov- 
ernment thought that in the present State of 
Egypt force must be employed. He stated 
that 15,500 troops would be sent to Egypt. 
Granville confirmed the statement that 
France and England hoped for the codpera- 
tion of Italy in the measures for the protec- 
tion of the Suez Canal.

Hunting with Marriers, Beagles, Otter- 
hounds and Greyhou nds. | 
Oapt. Mayhe Reta in New York Tribune. 

Though among English fleld sports hare-hunt- 
ing holds an interior rank to either stag or tox 
hunting, still it is in large practice, as may 
be inferred from the num der of packs 
devoted to this specialty of chase. There 
are 136 of regular harriers, with nineteen 
of beagles and beagie-harriers; in all 155, 
or nearly as many as the packs of foxhounds. 
To such of tue Tribune's readers as are un- 
learned in canine lore, I may observe that these 
different sorts of hounds are only varieties of 
the same animal, ‘produced by time, breeding, 
and training; their poiots of distinction being 
size and strength, combined with powers of en- 
durance, as also keenness of scent and 
swiftness of foot.

% Caste at the Grand Opera-House, 

It is some time since Robertson's charming 
comedy of Caste bas been given in this city, 
and as it is always a favorit with theatre-gvers, 
the announcement of its reproduction drew a 
very good audience to the Grand Opera- House 
last night. Curiously enough, Mr. Hamlin's 
cozy theatro is the only one open in this city this 
week, a thing that has not happened before in 
sou time. The company vresenting “Caste” 
is what is technica&liy known as a snap organ- 
ization, but the expression is used without apy 
reference to the abilities of those to whom, col- 
lectively, it is applied. It is a company brought 
together for a very short engagement, and the 
members of which are not accustomed to play 
together. In fact, this is the first time they 
bave ever been in the same cast, and as 
their engagement is but for a week they can 
hardly be expected to have that ease and inter- 
est in the play which is requisit for its best pro- 
duction and is naturally acquired by those who 
constitute a permanent organization. It would 
not be difficult to uud many flaws in the repre- 
sentation last night. But “Caste” is so good a 
play, so admirably written, so clean in plot and 
action, so well constructed, that to a certain ex- 
tent it carries itself with an audience, and those 
present were not slow in manifesting their ap- 
preciation of the piece presented. Under the 
circumstances the performance was a very good 
one, moved smoothiy, and the different actors 
were at least familiar with their lines, which is 
not always the case on a first representation. 
Mr. Edward Arnott, who was last seen as Sir 
Clement with one of “The World” companies, 
gave a creditable personation of Capt. Hautree, 
and was more consistentinhis affectations of 
manner than in those af voice, Mr. F. F. Mackay 
has played Eccles so many times that he carries 
the old gentieman’s peculiarities into other 
roles. He is an excellent actor and gives a cap- 
ital rendering of a somewhat unpleasant part. 
But he ought to raise his voice, bemg at times 
almost inaudible.

REVOLVER EXERCISE. 


Pistol-Practico in in the Army. 

rmy and Navy Journal. 

The London United Service Gazette has some 
excellent suggestions on the subject of revolver- 
exercise. It says: “ Human nature is so consti- 
tuted that every one seems to consider that he 
holds an a priori qualification to fire a revolver 
and drive a gig. Anyway, a man was never met 
who expressed his inability to perform both 
these exercises. As in the management of the 
gig there is a vast difference in results when you 
keep steadily along the road or fall into a ditch, 
so firing a revolver successfully depends not 
‘only on hitting the object aimed at, but in strik- 
ing itat the particular spot desired. Pistoi- 
shooting is not the easy exercise it is supposed. 
In the old days of dueling, masters of the art, or 
* fire-eaters,’ as they were called, were able to 
snuff a candle at fifty paces, and hit the ace of 
Spades at twenty yards. Except in shootfhg 
galleries in France, pistol practice has fallen 
greatly into desuetude, but occasionally flery

For this practice two rows of targets were 
erected on parallel lings: ten yards apart. The 
targets were about fifty yards apart on the 
lines; lumber being scarce they were usually 
made of barrei-heads, nailed to tent-poles, the 
centre or black being about three inches in di- 
ameter, and as high as a mounted man’s hip.

The fire was de- 
livered to the right orto the left targets. The 
troopers were drilled to deliver fire at very close 
range, so that »? ne certain. The pistol was 
held vertically, in the extension of the 
forearm, the — close to the right ear, the 
muzzie above the top of the skull, the upper 
arm being held close- pressed ayainst the right 
side. At the signal the trooper put his horse at 
speed and rode for the first target, with his eye 
held steadily upon the target.

Two men of Company B, thus foliowing 
emery other, placed every shot in the black, the 
ing man drove the nail and split the last 
target, which fell, leaving only the tent-pole for 
his follower’s aim. who sent bis bullet fairly into 
the centre of tne pole, which quivered under 
the shot, and caused loud cheers of congratula- 
tioa from the assembled soldiers. By the time 
our return that way, Company F had adopted 
our practice, under Gordon Granger, afterward 
avery able General of the Federal army, and 
bantered us for a competitive drill. 

“ The sabre practice at West Point is very use- 
ful in giving grace, flexibility, and tft om of 
action to a moun man, but is of little value 
in actual service; and we may hope before long 
to see Gen. Grant's reported view verified, and 
swords abolished from use in war, and relegated 
to the Masons and Odd-Feliows, and other dra- 
matic associations. Bayonets, too, will be prob- 
abiy at an early day discontinued entirely. The 
cavalry on the frontier have, no doubt, ad- 
van in expertness far 8 the point we 
bad attained, but s0 far asi know re has 
been no manual adopted for pistol-practice.
